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THE PREFACE. 


Tr hath been the wikdom of the Church of England, ever fince the firſt 
compiling of her Publick Liturgy, to keep the mean between the two 
extremes, of too much eh in refuſing, and of too much cafineſs in 
admitting any variation from it. For, as on the one fide common expr- 


riencc ſheweth, that where a change hath been made of things adviſedly 


eſtabliſhed (no evident neceſſity fo requiring) ſundry inconveniences have 
thereupoti enſued; and thoſe many times more and greater than the evils, 
That were intended to be remedicd by ſuch change: So on the other fide, 
the particular Forms of Divine worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies 


rn in their own nature indifferent, 


of times and occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhould be made there- 
im, as to thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould from time to time 
ſeem either neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we find, that in the 
Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſod memory fince the Reformation, the 
hath yidded to make fuch altcrations in ſome particulars, as in their 

times were thought convenient: Yet ſo, as that the main Body 


and Efentials of it (as well in the chicfeſt materials, as in the frame and 


order thereof) have fill continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet 


ſtand firm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and im- 


petuous aſſaults made againſt it, by ſuch men as are given to change, and 
have always diſcovered a greater regard to their own private fancics and 
 Intercits, than to that duty they owe to the publick. 

| By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſcs the uſe of 


the Liturgy (though enjoined by the Laws of the Land, and thoſe Laws 


never yet repealed) came, during the late unhappy confufions, to be diſ- 
continucd, is too well known to the world, and we are not willing here 
to remember. But when, upon His Majcſty's happy Reſtoration, it 
2 — amongſt ether things, the uic ef the Liturgy would 
alſo return of courſe (the fame having never been legally 
unleſs ſome timely means were uſed to prevent it; thoſe men who under 
the Inte uſurped powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to 
wender the people difafeted thereunto, faw themiclves in point of 
| Reputation and Intereſt concerned (unleſs they would freely acknowledge 
Chemfchves to have erred, which ſuch men are very hardly brought to do) 
with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the reftitution thereof. In order 
whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againft the Book of Commer 
Prayer, the old Objetions muſtered up, with the addition of fome new 
ongs, more than formerly had been made, to make the number ſwell. In 
mie, great importunitics were uſcd to His Sacred Majeſty, that the ſaid 
Book might be reviſed, and fuch Alterations therein, and Additions 
hereunto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the caſe of tender 
Confciences : whereunto his Majeſty, out of his pious inclination to give 
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miſconſtruction: Or thirdly, for a more perfect rendering of fuck portions 


THE PREFACE , 

In which review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like moderation, 
ns we find to have been uſed in the like Caſe in former unn And. 
therefore of the ſundry alterations propoſed unto us, we have rejefted 
all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly ftriking at 
ſome eftabliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Church of Zrglond, 
or indeed of the whole Cathotick Church of Chriſt) or de of no ne- 
quence at all, but utterly frivolous and vain. But fuck alterations as 
were tendered to us (by what perſons, under what pretences, or to what 
purpoſe ſocver tendered) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite or cxpe-. 
dient, we have willingly, and of our own accord affenmed unto: not cn- 
forced fo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the neceflity 
of making the ſaid Alterations: For we are fully perſuaded in our judge- 
ments (and we here profeſs it to the world) tha the Book, as it Rood 
before eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any thing contrary ti» 
the Word of God, or to found Doctrine, or which a godly man may not 
with a good Conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which is not fairly de- 
fenſible againſt any that ſhall oppoſe the fame ; if it ſhall be allowed fuck 
juft and favourable conſtruction, as in common Equity ought to be allowed 
to all human Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are fet forth by Authority, ani 
even to the very beſt tranſlations of the holy Scripture itfelf. 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to gratify this 


or that party in any their unreaſonable demands; but to do that, which to 


our beſt underſtandings we conceived might moſt tend to the Preſervation 
of Peace and Unity in the Church; the procuring of Reverence, an& 
exciting of Picty and Devotion in the publick Worſhip of God; and the 
cutting off occaſion from them that ſeck occaſion of . U quaredt 
againſt the Liturgy of the Church. And as to the ſeveral varkutions from 
the former Book, whether by Aleration, Addition, or otherwile, it . 
ſuffice to give this general account, That moſt of the Alterations were 
made, either firſt, for the better direction of them that are to efllicine in 
any part of Divine Service; which is chiefty done in the Calendars and 
Rubricks : Or ſecondly, for the more proper exprefing of fome words or 
phraſes of ancient uſage in terms moſt ſuitable to the language of the 
preſent times, and the clearer explanation of fome other words and 
phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſignification, or otherwiſe Unable to 


of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into the Liturgy ; which, in the Epifitics 
and Goſpels cſpecially, and in ſundry other places, are now ordered to be 
read according to the laſt Tranſlation : and that it was thought convenient, 
that ſome Prayers and Thankſgivinga, fitted to ſpecial occaſions, ould 

added in their due places; particularly for thoſe at Sen, together with 

office for the Baptiſm of fuch as are of riper years: which, although not 
fo neceſſary when the former Book was compiled, yet by the growth-of 
Anabaptifm, through the licentiouſncſs of the late times crept in amongſt 


us, is now become neceflary, and may be always uſeful for the baptizing 


of Natives in our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith.

{pirit, and mind, have not been cdified thereby. And furthermore, not- 
withſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the P/alrrs into ſeven 
portions, whereof every one was called a Nour: : ow of is 
few 


few of them have been daily faid, and the reſt utterly emitted. More- 
over, the number and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pic, and the manifolll 
changings of the Service, was the cauſe, that to turn the Book only was 
ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to 
find out what ſhould be read, than to read it when it was found out. 
| Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth fuch an 
Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this 
matter, here is drawn out a Calendar for that purpoſe, which is lin and 
eaſy to be underſtood; wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy 
_ Scripture is fo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without 
breaking one picce from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems 
Reſponds, Invitatorics, and ſuch like things as did break the cont 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of necefity there mult be 
ſome Rules; therefore certain Rules are here ſet forth ; which, as they are 
few in number, ſo they are plain and caſy to be underſtood. 80 that here 
much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great 
untrue, fome uncertain, Tome vain and ſuperſtitious ; and nothing is . 
dained to be read, but the very pure Word of God, the holy Scripturcs, 
or that which is agreeable to the fame; and that in ſuch a Language un 
Order as is moſt caſy and plain for the underſtanding both of the Readers 
and Hearers. It is atfo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and 
for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be few and cafy. 
| And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying and 
finging in Churches within this Realm; ſome following Saljfery Ulc, ſome 
Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, fome of Lia; 
no from henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be fo plainly fet forth, but doubts 
may ariſe in the uſe and practice of the ſame; to appeaſe all fuck diverſity 
(if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of all doubts, concerning the manner 
how to underſtand, do, and execute, the things contained in this Book ; the 
parties that fo daubt, or diverſiy take any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the 
and appealing of the fame; fo that the ſame order be not contrary to any 
thing contained in this Book. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſe bein doubt, 
then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof to the Archbiſhop.

Tven; therefore no man ought to take in hand, —— 
alter any publick or common Order in Chrift's Church, except 
Fully called and authorized thereunto. — 
And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are fo dtverſe, that 
donne think it a great matter of conſcience to depart from a plece of the 
Jeaft of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addiaed to their old cuſtoms; and 
again on the other fide, fome be fo new-fangled, that they would innovate 
all things, and ſo defpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but that is

both. And yet leſt any man ſhould be offended, whom good reaſon might

| Some are put away, becauſe the great excels and multitude of them 
hath lo increaſed in theſe latter days, that the burden of them was in- 
tolerable ; whereof Saint Augyſfine in his time complaincd, that they were 
grown to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chriſtian people was in worſe 
caſe concerning that matter, than were the Jews. And he counſelled that 
ſuch yoke and burden ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly 
todo it. But what would Saint Augyfiine have faid, if he had ſeen the 
Ceremonies of late days uſed among us; whereunto the multitude uſed 
tn bis time was not to be compared?

cating every one taketh before other his own ſupper ; and one 


is hungry, and another is drunken. What, have ye not houſes 


to cat and to drink in? or deſpiſe ye the church of God, and 
ſhame them that have not? What ſhall I ſay to you? ſhall 1

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praiſe you in this? I praiſe you not. For I have received of 
the Lord that which alſo I delivered unto you, That the Lord 
Jeſus, the ſame night in which he was betrayed, took bread ; 
and when he had given thanks, he brake it, and faid, Tale, 
cat; this is my body, which is broken for you : this do in te- 
membrance of me. After the fame manner alſo he took the 
cup, when he had ſupped, ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament 
in my blood : this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of me. For as often as ye ent this bread, and drink this cup, 
ye do ſhew the Lord's death till he come. Wherefore, whoſoever 
ſhall eat this bread, and drink this cup of the Lord, unworthily, 
ſhall be guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. But tet a 
man examine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that bread, and drink 


of that cup. For he that eateth and drinketh unworthily eateth 
and drinketh damnation to himſelf, not diſcerning the Lord's 


many fleep. For if we would judge ourſelves, we ſhould not 
be judged. But when we are judged, we are chaſtened of the 


he was exceeding glad; for he was deſirous to ſee him of a long 
ſcaſon, becauſe he had heard many things of him: and he hoped 
to have ſeen ſome miracle done by him. Then he queſtioned 
wich him in many worde; but he anſwered him nothing. And 
And Herod with his men of war ſet him at nought, and mocked 
him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and ſent him again 
to Pilate. And the fame day Pilate and Herod were made 
friends together; for before they were at enmity between them- 
ſelves. And Pilate when he had called together the chief priefts, 
and the rulers, and the people, faid unto them, Ye have brought 
this man unto me, as one that perverteth the people : and be- 
hold, I, having examined him before you, have found no fault 
in this man touching thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him : No, 
nor yet Herod : for I ſent you to him ; and lo, nothing worthy 
of death is done unto him. I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and 
releaſe him. For of neceſſity he muſt releaſe one unto them 
at the feaſt. And they cried out all at once, faying, Away 
with this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas : (who for a certain 
ſedition made in the city, and for murder, was caſt into priſon.) 
Pilate therefore, willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to them. 
But they cried, ſaying, Crucify him, crucify him. And he 
faid unto them the third time, Why, what evil hath he done ? 
I have found no cauſe of death in him : I will therefore chaſtiſe 
him, and let him go. And they were inſtant with loud voices, 
requiring that he might be crucified : and the voices of them 
and of the chief priefts prevailed. And Pilate gave fentence 
that it ſhould be as they required. And he releaſed unto them 
they had defired; but he delivered Jeſus to their will. And as 
they led him away, they laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and on him they laid the croſs, that 
he might bear it after Jeſus. And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, which alſo bewailed and la- 


your children. For behold, the days are coming, in the which 
they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed arc the barren, and the wombs that never 


begin to ſay to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, 
Cover us. For if they do theſe things in a green tree, what 
ſhall be done in the dry? And there were alſo two other, 
malefaRors, led with him to be put to death. And when they 
were come to the place which is called Calvary, there they cru- 
cified him; and the malefaRors, one on the right hand, and the 
other on the left. Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, forgive them, for

The Jews 
anfwered him, We have a law, and by our law he ought to die, 
becauſe he made himſelf the Son of God. When Pilate there- 


fore heard that ſaying, he was the more afraid; and went again 


into the judgement-hall, and faith unto Jeſus, Whence art thou? 
But Jeſus gave him no anſwer. Then faith Pilate unto him, 


Speakeft thou not unto me ? knoweſt thou not that I have power 


to crucify thee, and have power to releaſe thee? Jeſus anſwered, 
Thon couldeft have no power at all againſt me, except it were 
given thee from above : therefore he that delivered me unto thee 
hath the greater fin. And from thenceforth Pilate ſought to 
releaſe him: but the Jews cried out, ſaying, If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Cæſar's friend: whoſoever maketh himſelf 
a king, ſpeaketh againſt Cæſar. When Pilate therefore heard 
that ſaying, he brought Jeſus forth, and fat down in the judge- 
ment-ſeat, in a place that is called the Pavement, but in the He- 
brew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation of the paſſover, and 
about the fixth hour: and he faich unto the Jews, Behold your 
King! But they cried out, Away with him, away with him, 
crucify him. Pilate faith unto them, Shall I crucify your King? 


'The chief prieſts anfwered, We have no king but Czfar. Then 


delivered he him therefore unto them to be crucified : and they 
took Jeſus, and led him away. And he, bearing his croſs, went 


forth into a place called the place of a ſcull, which is called in 


the Hebrew, Golgotha: where they crucified him, and two 
other with him, on either fide one, and Jeſus in the midſt. 
And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the croſs ; and the 
writing was, JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING 


OF THE. JEWS. This title then read many of the Jews: 


for the place where Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city : and 
it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. Then faid 
the chief prieſts of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of 
of the Jews; but that he ſaid, I am the King of the Jews.

FROM Miletus Paul ſent to Epheſus, and called the elders of 
the Church. And when they were come to him, he faid unto ©
